His reputation as an able 
administrative official was acquired 
wholly in the municipal service, 
especially as Lord Mayor of Essen, 
which post he vacated in October, 
1923 to become Minister of Finance 
in the second Cabinet headed by 
Dr. Stresemann. 

The new Chancellor, who ie un- 
attached officially to any of the big 
parties in the Reichstag, and who 
ranked as a nonpartisan expert in 
the recent Cabinet, early earned 
the seubriquet of ‘‘the watchdog of 
the German Treasury.” through 
the determined maner in which he 
pruned appropriations and other- 
wise opposed attempts by legisla- 
tors and federated states to raid 
the, national exchequer. In this 
connection he incurred the ill-will 
of the Finance Ministerg of the 
federated states when they at- 
tempted to obtain increased reim- 
bursements from the Central Gov- 
ernment for the sale of their indi- 
vidual railways to the German re- 
public. For these railways they 
obtained dwindling paper marks.

Dr. Luther is a man of robust 
personality, a good epeaker, and 
has become familiar to Reichstag 
members who served on the Fi- 
nance and Budget Commissions, 
as an indomitable fighter.

“From the rich farming country 

around Bucharest we flew almost 


due west until we reached the 


the Danube first where it forms the 
boundary between Rumania an4 
Bulgaria and then where it 
forms the boundary between Ru- 
mania and the new countgy of 
Jugo-Slavia. We passed through a 
mountain gorge that was wild in 
its grandeur, and shortly atter 
reaching the ancient plains of Ser- 
bla we saw the church aplires of a 
city just ahead and a moment later 
were flying over Belgrade, at the 
junction of the Danube and Save 
rivers. Here, at the foot of Mount 
Avala, lay the city that for many 
years was the capital of Serblaeand 
is now the principal city of the 
powerful and ambitious state bor- 
dering on the eastern shore of the 
Adriatic. 

“We had not arranged to stop 
at Belgrade, and aa we had plenty 
of fuel on board and the engines 
of all three planes were running 
perfectly, we followed right on up 
the Danube, crossed the border 
from Jugo-Slavia into Hungary, 
fle over the rich Hungarian 
plains, and after seven hours and 
560 minutes in the air landed at Bu- 
dapest. As a matter of fact, there 
are two cities here instead of one. 
Buda, on the right-hand side, 
clings to a mountain. Pest is spread 
out over the beautiful Danubian 
plain to the left. It was on the 
outskirts of Pest that we landed. 

“The Hungarians, or Magyars, 
as they call themselves, are a proud 
and ambitious people. We merely 
stopped in their great city to pay 
our respects to a nation that has 
supplied America with so many 
hundreds of thougands of its citi- 
zene. Orders had been-received 
from Washington for us to drop 
down here on our way to Vienna. 
There had been a great crowd out 
at the field to welcome us, but about 
10:80 in the morning a rumor ran 
through the throng to the effect 
that we were not coming. So when 
we reached Budapest at 1:40 all 
but a few had gone back to the 
city. 

“We only stopped for an hour, 
just long enough to be whirled 
through the streets of this great 
Magyar city. After a fleeting 
giimpse at the famous ‘Cors’ along 
the Blue Danube and after an. ex- 
ceedingly delicious luncheop with 
a group of delightful Hungarian 
officials, we climbed back into the 
cockpits of our cruisers and once 
more were on our way to Vienna. 

‘In less than two hours we had 
flown up the winding Danube and 
cr 4 Hungary into Austria. . In 
another 20 minutes we were look- 
ing down on the ancient city of the 
holy Roman empire, until recently 
the capital of the Austro-Hunga- 
rian empire. Especially noticeable 
was the Ring strasse, the famous 
boulevard, two miles in clreumfer- 
ence, that has taken the place of 
the old walls. 


“When we located the aerodrome 
on the outskirts of Vienna we saw 
an enormous crowd in front of the 
hangars. To our surprise they near- 
ly all turned out to be Americans, 
more of our own countrymen than 
we had encoui4ered anywhere else 
in the world. And the manner in 
which they welcomed us made us 


think that we were indeed, rapidly 
nearing America.”
